W hen the Taxpayer’s Association was 
about to organize it was alleged as a motive 
for forming such a body, that it was im­ 
possible to know the truth about the city 
finances, because an many different stories 
were told. 
We now desire to call atten­ 
tion to the fact that the result of a careful 
inquiry by business m n into the question 
has been to establish every position taken 
by the Kecokd U nion concerning it, from 
the commencement of the controversy. If 
our readers will turn hack to our files of 
a year ago they will find in our editorial 
columns full statem ents of the actual situ­ 
ation, precisely ns last week's inquiry 
showed it to be. 
We have always asserted 
neither more nor less than what these busi­ 
ness men have now found to be true. 
We 
have told them that the payment of the 
city 
debt 
conld 
not 
be 
escaped ; 
that 
repudiation, 
whether 
by 
direc­ 
tion or 
indirection, was alike shame­ 
ful and impossible j that 
the existing 
law bound ns to raise a certain tax annu­ 
ally, and to devote it to certain purposes ; 
that we could nut evade the exactfuUillment 
of this law if it was demanded by our cred­ 
itors ; that we could not expect always to 
buy u;.- the bonds for a song ; that as our 
solvency iucroastd, so our debt would ac­ 
udiré greater value to the creditors : that 
it « as better that this should lie so than 
that we should injure the standing aud 
reputation of the city, shut out capital 
from investment, and impoverish ourselvis, 
in order to keep tho value of the bonds 
low ; that in the natura of the case, being 
ob i . 8 y capable if pajing our debt, we 
should have to pay it, and that refusing or 
delaying to meet the interest charge could 
only increase the outstanding liabilities. 
All this we have from time to time set 
forth, and all this the Committee of the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association has now 
found to be exactly and literally true. 
A 
correspondent in another oolumn shows the 
folly of the dishonest argument by pre­ 
tending to favor the extremest conclusions 
of that side. 
The desire of all thinking 
business men mu3t of course be to build 
up Sacramento aa steadily, strongly and 
quickly as possible. 
In order to that 
end 
it 
is 
necessary 
th at 
outside 
capital 
should 
bo 
afforded 
every 
possible incentive to embark here. 
All 
snch capital operates at once as a relief to 
the general taxpayer, an I as a fresh guar­ 
antee against futurj dangers. 
In order 
to cheapen the bonds, however, the repu- 
diators propose to wreck the credit of the 
city and invite the reality of insolvency 
for the sake of cheating our creditors with 
the appearance of it. 
This is neither 
sound policy, good morals, nor practicable 
business. 
No euoh course is possible even 
were it defensible or advisable. 
W e have 
as a community pledged ourstlvts to un­ 
dertakings which we cannot now draw 
back from. 
W e owe this debt, and we 
shall have to pay it, and the only sensible 
aud honest w a y is to follow the methods 
which Mayor Brown and his colleagues 
have been pursuing thus far. 
And this is 
tho judgm ent of the business men who 
nave juet examined 
the 
situation. 
It 
should be final. 


LONGFELLOW AS A POEf. 


Dr. Holmes makes the rsm ark, in the 
“ Poet at the Breakfast Table,” th at all 
poets may be classified as either dark- 
meat or white-meat poets. 
If we were to 
employ this mode of 
classification we 
should he compelled to assign Longfellow 
to the white-meat poets. 
His talents were 
very great, his faculty of expression almost 
perfect, his imagination at once beautiful 
and pure, his mechanical facility of execu­ 
tion scarcely equaled. 
He never wrote 
any slovenly verses. 
There are no doubt 
some of his poeui3 which deserve the criti­ 
cism of thinness of thought, but even 
these are always full of melody and grace, 
so that when the intelligence fails to be 
taken by the thought expressed the har­ 
mony and correctness of the vehicle confer a 
distinct gratification upon the reader. Long­ 
fellow was an accomplished linguist, and 
in none of his work is his art more con­ 
spicuously revealed than in his transla­ 
tions. 
These he has in almost all cases 
elevated to the value and dignity of orig­ 
inal compositions by the wonderful skill 
with which he has reproduced the spirit 
and form of the foreign authors. 
He was 
the most popular poet of the century in all 
the English-speaking countries, and this 
fact is rea'ly creditable to the taste of the 
age, since for once the majority did not 
here choose an inferior w riter for their 
idol. 
The merit of his great popularity, 
however, must be sought elsewhere than in 
the accomplishments which commend him 
to the cultured minority. I t consists in the 
limpid clearness with which he says w hat­ 
ever he has to say, and w ith which he 
olothes materials familiaT to Humanity 
everywhere. 
For it is certain th at all 
popularity is a m atter of sympathy, and 
that the power of expressing the common 
thought of most men so as to enable them 
to recognize this thought again, constitutes 
the principal charm of tuch poetry to the 
majority. 
LougfeUovs’s poetry was all noble in its 
way. 
He never published a line which 
was not indicative uf a mind too large and 
solid not to be above all uncleanness of 
thought or suggestion. 
A dignified and 
manly melancholy often tinge3 his verse, 
anil it is be sharply distinguished from the 
unmanly wailings which some modern poets 
have affected. 
Yet, though Longfellow de­ 
serves the titlo of tho most popular poet 
of his century, it caunot be said that he 
voiced the highest intellectual strivings of 
his generation, or that he reflected even in 
the faintest way tkoss waves of partly 
audacious, 
partly 
despairing 
emotion, 
which have given to a distinct section of 
Nineteenth Century Literature so pecu­ 
liar a despondency. 
His lookings-befyre 
were always duly subdued aud restrained. 
Even when (a3 in his short poem entitled 
“ Kpimetheus, 
or 
the 
Poet’s 
After- 
“ thought”) he ventures to touch upon 
transcendental ideas, his utterances are 
cautious and carried but a little way. 
That he had in him more fire than often 
found its way to the surfaco is shown in 
the deep significance of such poems a3 
“ Encela ¡us.” 
Ilis muse, however, was 
usually gentle anil smooth-mannered, de- 
ligh iug iu harmony and melodious rhythm, 
and sometimes placing too inach im port­ 
ance upon meter and not enough upon 
that which the meter was to convey. 
He made many bold experiments, how­ 
ever. 
The employment of English hex­ 
ameters has never been more successful than 
In “ Evangeline,” itself one of the most 
tender and altogether beautiful poems in 
the English language. 
Its pathos, its de­ 
scriptive force, its sensational interest, its 
dramatic completeness, its general excel­ 
lence, insure it im mortality. 
In “ Hia- 
“ watha ” the poet did not indeed invent 
a new meter, out introduced one which 
had very seldom been used in English pre­ 
viously, and with remarkable success. 
In 
this poem, too, occurs one of tho most per­ 
fect and exquisite images to be found 
in all Literature, and it is so good that we 
will quote it : 
11 Never stoop? the soaring vulture 
On his quarry in the desert. 
On the trek or wounded bison, 
But another vulture, watching 
From his high aerial look out, 
Sees tiie downward plunge, and follows ; 
And a third pursut s the second. 
Coming from the invisible tth er, 
F ir.t a speck, and then a vulture, 
*' Ti i the air is dark w ith pinions. 
So disasters come not Binxiy; 
But as if they watched and* waited, 
Scanning one another's motions. 
When tiie first desc- nds, the others 
Follow, follow-, gathering fi -ck-wi-c 
Bound their victim, sick and wounded, 
F irst a shadow, then a sorrow. 
Till the air is dark with anguish." 
It has been said th at the idea of this is 
not original. 
Of coarse it is net. 
The 
idea is common to the human race, be­ 
cause it is the suggestion of human ex­ 
perience. 
But it is none the less true that 
it has never been expressed so beautifully 
by any other poet. 
And in this complete 
expression of ideas which have loDg been 
familiar to the human family, lies the 
attraction and the power of all the poets 
who s tir and enchain the hearts of the 
multitude. It is the craving for sympathy, 
for the utterance of the sentiments which 
lie locked up in the hearts of millions of 
“ tuneless poets” which causes them to 
welcome even the platitudes of a Tupper 
when they embody the fruits of a common 
experience. 
How much more should the 
grace and 
the 
mu si; 
of 
Longfellow's 
verse charm and soothe the world chafed 
and life-wearied crowds who found in his 
pocrr.3 so much of the freshness and the 
light and the sweetness which, alas, had 
passed away from th e n beyonl recall. 
Not to him must bo awarded the palm 
for cmbodj ing the loftiest aspirations and 
most profi-uad thoughts of his day. There 
is a deeper and a more virile thought in 
Tennyron’a “ In Memoriam ” than in any­ 
thing Longfellow wrote. 
There is a mas­ 
siveness and a strength in some of Browc- 
iug's best work which the American poet 
conld not reach. 
But it <fie3 not follow 
that he occupied an inferior position to 
any of his conttmporaries. 
For who shall 
determino whether it is the higher and 
the nobler work to voice the utterm ost 
speculations of the strongest minds con­ 
cerning the mystery of being ; or to be the 
mouthpiece of the simpler and more com­ 
mon and unambitious 
life whose tide 
swells and sinks all around us ? 
LoDgfel- 
low was not the first but the second of 
these. 
He was emphatically and distino­ 
' tively a poet of the People. 
Y et it must 
be said also that he was very much more 
than a reflector of popular yearnings and 
ideas. 
He took the experiences common 
to the race, and he so combined them with 
elevating and ennobling sentiments as to 
' makeof them both lessons and consolations. 
And in this idealization of real life eon- 
sists much of his charm for the average 
reader, since of all the resources of the 
- intellect there is assuredly most demand 
, fcr I rneg-nation, wherewith to disguise 
?he harehn-'-i-i s and conceal the deformities 
of the Actual. 
Longfellow was decidedly the moat artis­ 
tic of American poets. 
He had made a 
study of melody. 
He had attained an al­ 
most faultless precision in the choice of 
words and phrases. 
His measures w e is 
carefully polished, yet seemingly easy and 
unrestrained. 
He knew the ars celare, 
artcm which is the crowning triumph of 


all good workmanship. 
His superiority to 
Bryant, his contemporary, consists chiefly 
in the predominance in l.is poems of the 
human element. Bryant possessed less sym­ 
pathy with the race. 
Longfellow ha3 all 
Bryant's 
descriptive power, and much 
beside which the other lacked. 
He has 
what ought to, and as we think must, se­ 
cure 
for him 
the 
indeflcite 
survival 
which is called immortality in literature. 
And it will assuredly be in his case the 
survival of the fittest. 
Fur lie was at one 
and the same time a faithful exponent of 
human longings, yearnings, regrets and 
aspirations; a 
lofty and 
pure-minded 
scholar : a singer of so true an ear th at all 
his verses abound with melody ; a brilliant 
painter; a dramatic story-teller; and a 
complete master of Pathos. 
These attri­ 
butes are sufficient to keep his memory 
green, and to hand down to a remote pos­ 
terity the works which have delighted aud 
sustained 
and 
elevated the generation 
which he called his own.

T H E 
TAX 
CASE. 


The Attcrney-General, on ■ behalf of the 
State, continues to contest the action of 
the county of Sacramento in compromising 
the railroad tax suits. 
This may be a 
duty which the Attorney-General cannot 
well avoid, since it is no part of his busi­ 
ness to sit in judgm ent upon the assess­ 
ments of the State Board of Equalization. 
But it remains the fact th at the assessment 
of the railroad in this county was placed at 
the very least £10.000 a mile too high, 
since it was more than that much higher 
than any railroad has ever been assessed 
before, and since it was higher by nearly 
one hundred per cent, than a large propor­ 
tion cf the railroad in this county could 
have been rebuilt for. 
The railroad com­ 
pany moreover, having been assessed by a 
body which assesses no other citizen, aud be­ 
ing thus plainly discriminated against by the 
State, has a very strong case for the United 
States Supreme Court, and in the opinion 
of many ablo lawyers cannot fail to secure 
a judgm ent against the constitutionality of 
the assessment. 
M eictiine, however, the 
company has offered to pay sixty per cent, 
of the tax assessed. 
This gives Sacra­ 
mento within £9,000 of the whole amount 
she could possibly obtain. 
If she does not 
accept the compromise she must stand a 
lawsuit the loss cf which would dtprive 
her of the whole amount, and all the costs 
of which she ir.ust pay herself. 
In a word 
the State seeks to make a cat’s-paw of the 
county, to pull her chestnuts out of the 
fire for her, and the county has no reason 
to look upon this attem pt with approval. 
It is the interest of the county to compro­ 
mise the tax cases. 
Iu obtaining sixty per 
cent, of the taxes the county will get at 
L ast twenty per cent, more than a fair and 
reasonable valuation would have given it. 


WOOD-FU-P M ILLER GETS A SET-BACK. 


Wood-Pulp .Miller, of New York, the 
impudent Protectionist who thinks to run 
Congress as an adjunct to his paper-mill, 
and who wishes to muzzle the American 
press by putting up the price of paper, re­ 
ceived a severe set-back on Friday when 
he undertook a defense of the tariff, 
His 
argument wa3 neither new nor true. 
He 
told the usnal falsehood about Protection 
being in tho interest of Labor. 
W hy did 
he not show th at his own employes se­ 
cured high wages by means of the tariff ? 
But Miller invited attack by an unprovoked 
impertinence to the Southern members, 
whom he undertook to lecture upon their 
duty to their constituents, telling them 
th at unless some of them amended their 
views on this question they would be left 
at home at the next election.

And Miller instantly be­ 
came furious, though to no purpose.

through the tariff, and who cannot make 
up their minds to abandon their hold on 
the public purse.

Y o k o h a m a, March 9th.—The work of 
treaty revision progresses slowly in Tokio.

AN OPEN LETTEP. TO MAYOR BROWN. 


Hon. John Q. Brown, Mayor of Sacra­ 
mento—Dear Sir : As you are aware, the 
city owes certain creditors a sum equal to 10 
per cent, r-f the taxable value of the property 
within the corporate findls. 
The people of 
Sacramento desire to beat this debt, and 
many plaLs have been proposed 
The b cds 
are owned in Germany, so you see if we pay 
we enrich the Gemían b -n-Jholders, and the 
great question L now, how we may beat the 
creditors out of their rights. Of course we 
will not repudiate the principal; to do so 
would be dishonest. 
But we can refuse to 
pay ;he interest, and this will sooner or later 
destroy the value of ths principal. 
You see 
that while we could not honestly repu­ 
diate 
the 
principal, 
w 3 
can 
honestly 
destroy 
its 
value. 
There 
ate 
many 
ways cf doing this. 
I.“aTe the levees to lie 
perforated with gophers at.d in a few yeers 
the..e wicked bondholders will be glad to take 
twenty cents on the dollar. 
Discourage en­ 
terprise and repel capital is a gorii way. 
Please remember that all prosperity, all 
growth, ali increase of values in the city teLd 
to^ enhance the value of the debt. These 
things must be discouraged. 
The railroad 
company put over SI,000,(00 worth of taxa- 
able property iu the city, aLd thus foolishly 
enhanced the value of the city debt. The 
city, 
has kept up and strengthened the 
levee defenses, thus protecting the property 
held as security for this debt. 
All this was 
done, no doubt, at the wicked instigation of 
the bondholders. 
Now, since these things 
have been done, there remains to us the plan 
of refusing to pay the interest. 
You have 
taken an oath to obey and enforce the law, 
and you find that the law authorizing the 
funding of this debt requires you to levy f ir 
the general fund §1 on each §100 of the as- 
tess&ble propeity. 
Your oath Bhould not 
*k0 'y3? ‘ f disobeying this law. 
Official petj-iry is honorable ; many citizens 
and m e public journal say it is; “ and 
they are all honorable men.” 
Let the inter­ 
est accumulate. 
The way to gíl out of debt 
is to let obligations increase. The interest 
bill is §92,000 per annum. 
If yon will refuse 
to pay it for ten years you will have 
added §920 000 to the city debit. But see the 
deep cunning of my plan. 
You will have de­ 
preciated the bonds at least 20 percent., or 
ou §1,(60,000 of bonds (the present amount of 
the debt), von will have saved to the city 
•7-212,000. 
\ ou must, however, remember 
one thing, “ and don’t you forget it,” to w it: 
failing to pa}- the interest will depreciate the 
value of the bonds only if the prosperity of 
the ci-y is arrested. 
I t’s no use to lefuse 
to pay the 
interest 
and then go on 
growing in tlie same old wicked way, 
The value of 
the bonds 
will 
forever 
depend on the proportion of the debt to the 
viaine of th tt taxable property. As it is now, 
we have §11 000,000 of property and only 
§1,060,006 b inded debt. 
If at the end of 
ten years you owe §920,000 more for in te re st, 
aud ¡he city has so grown and prospered as 
have §20,000,0*00 worth of property vuu 
«ill, have gained nothing. 
Your relative 
ability to pay will be the same ar.d no depre­ 
ciation wail ensue. 
It car.not be too strongly 
impressed upon jour mind and the minds of 
all honest ir eu that the beat way to beat a 
puufic or private 
creditor is to become 
acturdly bankrupt. 
You have been told that 
the debt is a menace to pri-sjierity ; that is 
true. 
My plan meets the case exactly ; 
clothe3 the beautiful Let perfectly ; for you 
see I propose to cure it by increasing it. The 
debt at its present volume is an obstacle to 
the growth t f the city. 
But see the beauty 
of 
financial 
sciei.ee. 
Let 
the interest 
go unpaid and you increase 
the debt 
at 
ths 
rate 
of 
§92,000 
per annum, 
and es it gtows larger it becomes less an ob- 
struc ion. 
As it is now, a capitali.it coming 
into the city with 8100,000 places it under 
and subject to the city debt—in other words, 
he moitgsgcs it to the bondholders for 10 
per cent, of it- value. 
lie hesitates; he 
don’t come. 
Now let the interest go unpaid 
until the debt amounts to a mortgage of 20 
per c nt., and the capita!!*, rushes eagerly 
to the front. 
You cannot fail to tea the ad 
vantages of “ my plan.” But there is a point 
buj’ond th is: If you refuse to pay interest 
the bonds go down to say 40 or even 3(1 par 
ceut. of par value. Then a lot of speculators 
can buv^ them and hold them against the 
city. 
The advantage of this is obvious. 
As 
it is now. the bonds are held in Germany. 
Nobody here ever sees a bondholder. If they 
could be bought for 30 cents on the dollar 
they would soon be in the hands of home 
brokers who would scheme to force them 
to par. 
The home fellows would come 
arm i'd and use mocejg in politics. 
But the 
chief point I want to make is to please the 
absentee landlords who own property for rent. 
They want low 
taxes 
and 
high 
rent. 
Thty don’t want to be taxed to pay interest, 
or debt, or improvements, or street repairs, 
or sprinkling. 
You see agents for such prop­ 
erty always opposed to high taxes. 
The ab­ 
sentee non-resident property-owner has been 
a blessing to all countries where his influence 
has be; n b It. 
He is a good fellow, and noth­ 
ing sbou’d be allowed to interfeie with his 
profit. 
All that claps, and all agents of that 
class, are with me against paying the in­ 
terest. 
Permit me further to cau'.ion yon agaiust 
giving heed to the people who tell you that 
the credisors have any remedy at law. This 
is all sha o. They took the bonus supposing 
the law cf 1858 was in the nature cf an agree­ 
m ent and would he the law of the case. One 
of the first provisions cf that law is that a 
tax of one per cent, on the assessed value of 
tho property should be levied. 
We refused 
for thiiteen consecutive years to do this, and 
sp'i where we are to-day. 
Why, we owe 
£090 000 on account of delinquent interest, 
and I hive already thown you that the more 
we owe the less we will lie rtq lired to pay. 
I wanted to eay something abc-ut the differ­ 
ence between the two great classes of Ameri­ 
can society known as “ water-takers” and 
“ taxp.yers.” I assuie you there is a dif­ 
ference. 
A “ water taker” is never a tax­ 
payer, end a “ taxpayer” is never a water- 
taker. 
I desired to explain how the one class 
is likely to become oppressive and encroach 
upon the rights of the other, but as you may 
have given these queati ns sufficient thought 
already, I forbear.

tflfcrL E OF ESTHETICISB TALKS 
PLAIÍLY. 
. 


He Develops as the Poor Man’s Friend— 
W hat He Believes—The Creed 
of Eis Religion. 


As a fitting introduction to the apostle of 
modern ectheticism, a R ecord U nion repre­ 
sentative yesterday morning met Oscar V> ilde 
at the depot with a bouquet of the choicest 
flowers that could be culled from Sacra­ 
mento’s fl >ral wealth, and being received by 
that gcntlemaa with cordiality, the twain sat 
down to breakfast and had a chat, which, 
being unconc’udtd when train lime was up, 
the apostle and the uews-gatberer, having 
found themselves upon pleasantly-debatable 
ground, continued the conversation in the 
card as they v.ent Bayward. 
Mr. Wilde is 
one of the 
BEST TALKED ABOUT MEN 
Of the day. 
This cultured young English 
poet is, hid friends claim, the most misrepre­ 
sented of foreigners that ever visited the 
country. 
The.Oxonian, who ia a genial com­ 
panion aud au admirable conversationalist, 
showed no disinclination to unbosom himself, 
aQd the determination bring announced^ to 
give him for once a perfectly "‘fair show ’ in 
a representative American newspaper, re­ 
sponded to the questions propounded to him 
with ready fluency aud sincere earnestness. 
He i* scarcely 2G years of age, very tall and 
quite slender. 
This “ build” gives him the 
appear anca 
of 
slightly Btooping in the 
shoulders 
when 
he 
addresses 
men 
of 
ordinary stature. 
He dresses plainly, to 
severity, indulges in a broad turn-down col­ 
lar, a simple knotted scarf without jewelry, 
and wears a broad-brimmed white sombrero 
decidedly Spanish in style. His clean-shaven 
facéis long, broadest at the l->wer jaw, with a 
full, round and over-sized chin ; a large and 
well-developed nose, a broad mouth, with 
full lips opening over large, prominent teeth, 
the upper lip a shade too short, and eyeB very 
full, large and hand*ome aud an apology be­ 
tween gray and blue, are arched by deli­ 
cately lined eyebrows. His forehead is high, 
narrows as it ascends, and on either side his 
straight brown hair, which from a middle 
parting fnils* to a level with his chin iu un­ 
studied negligence, and shades a neck rather 
long and wita a tendency to crane slightly 
forward. 
THE EXPRESSION 
Of his countenance is very air.iablo, ar.d a 
constant smile of perfect cjnteut rests upon 
ids 
over-full features, which 
are almost 
effeminate iu apparent lack of vigor and 
force, but which in that respect belie the 
man, whose conversation proves him to be 
j-ewd, perfectly self-possessed, and entirely 
able to take care of himself in this world. 
With a Chesteifieldian how, he returned his 
thanks fur a hutton-hole bouquet a Sacra­ 
mento lady sent by the news-man for “ the 
lover of the be m’itul,” and ths esthete settled 
himself in the cushions of a palace car, and 
signified his readiness to be put upon the 
categorical rack. 
WHAT HE BELIEVES. 
The news-gleaner opened the b all: 
“ Are 
we to correctly understand yon, 3!r. Wilde, 
that your belief is that a true love for art for 
i:s own sake, and in its highest development, 
marks the best f irms and systems ef civiliza- 
ti n most easily attainable ?” 
Toe Euhete—Yes. 
Life without industry 
is barbarism ; industry without art is barren. 
We should fir.-t teach the people to uie their 
hands in the work of art. 
All that is artis­ 
tic must begin in handicraft. 
DEVOTION TO BEAUTY. 
“ You have been quoted as pronouncing 
the devotion to beauty and the production of 
the beautiful as making a man’s life immor­ 
tal. 
Would you be understood as erecting 
that, into a creed of a religion of culture ? ’ 
The Esthete—The best service of God is 
found in the worship of all that is beautiful. 
Such a worshiper can do no wrong willfully. 
We should remember that all things worthy 
should be satisfying. 
The religions of the 
world too often tell us to love the Creator 
without keeping in view the created thin rs. 
H iw starved is such a belief—it sees the 
Creator and is blind to His work ; it teachfB 
of Him, but makes no effort to teach of His 
work’s beauty and grandeur. 
PLEASURE. 
“ I d one of your addresses, Mr. Wilde, you 
speak of the necessity of every household 
possessing the things tiiat give pleasure to the 
u*er and were a pleasure to the maker. 
Do I 
understand from you by that, that if we sur­ 
round ourselves and children by beautiful 
things, and keep both within, as you put it, 
‘ the atmosphere of fair things,’ that we will 
soonest bring the race to the purest Btate, and 
to despise and utterly forsake the vulgar and 
coarse and wicked?” 
The Poet—Yes, indeed. 
The man who 
lives in such an atmosphere mu-t be a better 
man, a better workman, abetter citizen ; and 
there will follow such a better civilization. 
The mistake in our educational systems has 
been 
that 
we 
have 
sought 
to teach 
truth 
abstractly. 
Great 
special 
truths 
must 
grow 
up 
iu 
us. 
1 ruth 
comes 
to the 
child 
through 
the 
atmo-phere 
of his FurroundiDgs. 
Purify that, and you 
purify him. 
Surr und him by the beautiful, 
the useful aud the good, and what must re­ 
sult? The theory ot beautiful surroundings 
that finds expression in Europe is true of 
nations. 
Toe life of every nation is influ­ 
enced by its surroundings. 
Taiue, in the 
history of literature, i* constantly turning to 
the bills and the valleys—to the scenery of 
England. 
He cou'd not resist it, Dor disas­ 
sociate them from hi* theme. 
Formerly the 
products of the man’s roiud were treated ab­ 
stractly—the man was treated abstractly, 
and Lot as to bis surroundings. 
The first 
thing to teacb the boy is to use tis eyes, his 
ears and his hands. 
But we are always try­ 
ing-to educate his mind before we give him a 
mind, for mind is creative. 
The child is en­ 
dowed with intellectual faculties, but the 
mind is the result of growth ; and I need not 
say to what extent we control that. 
To a 
child the teaching of abstract truth is folly. 
THE SECRET OF LIFE. 
“ You conclude one of your lectures with 
the words: 
‘ The secret of life is in art.’ 
Would you add a word, and tell us how the 
masse* can best attain a knowledge and love 
of art?” 
Mr. Wilde—I hope that the masres will 
come to be the creators in art. 
That is what 
I mean—that art will some lime cease to be 
simply the accomplishment and luxury of the 
rich ; but the possession, as it ia the rightful 
heritage, of all, poor and rich alike. 
The 
difficulty I have felt and met in America is, 
not that thfre is a lack of interest in a rt; nut 
that they do not lore it ; not that they are 
n .t receptive—no, they haT* a great 1 ive for 
the leiu tifu l—but tha 
difficulty ia thst 
they do not hold the handiersít* in greater 
honor and respect. 
I would dignify iabor hy 
stripping it of it* degradation, and that by 
developing all that is beautiful in the laborer’* 
surroundings aud opening his eyes to it. Ah I 
1 would epetk to the hard-working people, 
wh< m I wish I c iuld reach through the preju­ 
dice that shut* them apd me aw*y from each 
other. 
Why, it is to the mechanics and 
w rkers of your country that I look for 
THE TRIUMPH 
That must come. 
Why, back here in the 
West I met a railniad-repAirer—a man work- 
iug out on the line at a hard, laborious task. 
It was his daily business. 
He talked with 
me, 
wanted 
to 
know 
what 
we 
are 
trying 
to do. 
W hy that 
man 
quoted 
Pope 
to 
me, 
analyzed 
his 
method, 
discussed my positions with me, understood 
me, and where he doubted gave hi* reasons 
in homely phrases, but unmistakably and 
clearly. 
He took an interest in the best of 
life ; was keen, kindly, rectptive and pug­ 
nad .us in need, withal—alto3ther a charming 
fellow. 
Now, iu England, iu men of hi* clí B - 
such a conversation would be simply impos­ 
sible. 
H*re I learn that a man is fairly 
representative of a myriad. 
THE DECORATIVE “ CRAZE.” 
“ Mr. Wilde, the decorative art rage, as it 
is called, is thought by many to be indulged 
in to the extreme. 
Do you thiuk there is a 
danger to true art culture in the rush and 
push in the former lice, or is it one of the 
*i.:ns of our renaissance?” 
The Poet—O.i, of course; for the people 
have not bai the opportunity, in all respects, 
a s yet to get o n well, bo they are constantly 
going wrong. 
Still the desire to go at all is 
something, and much has been and i* being 
accomplished. 
But if this desire i* to culmi 
nate in anything great, it must^ be by the 
sff- cti mate study of art and beautiful thins*. 
The truth about decorative art, like all in art, 
i* to be reveal -d to those who are leoeptive of 
the beautiful. 
The present revelation is the 
causa of the revival in decorative art. 
THE d r a m a’s PLACE. 
“ There is one question I much desire to 
ask you, whether y. u think the drama most 
p 'pular n w. the spectacul tr ai d the cl w-s 
that appeals more to the fancy and 
the 
eye rn I the emoti rs 
than 
to 
the in­ 
tellect an i th- reas .u—whether it^is not a 
-tumbling block iu the path to higher ait 
cuitare ? ’ 
M*. Wilde—No, no. 
So far fr m t' at be­ 
ing the case, the fault I find with the modern 
stage is the departure from the true spirit 
that inte oled it for the pageant. 
Iu this 
modern life, where we have given np so much 
of color, so much of the beautiful, let u* 
leave on the stage all we can in beauty of 
die s, in richness cf sceueiy. in graceful 
grouping*. 
Tne trouble is tbe controller* -if 


{he .’tage belittle there spectacular effects by 
8*n*at>^onal scenes of the most improbable 
kind anu work up all eort3 cf morbid situa­ 
tions', with fljiutf trains and sinking steamers, 
and a!! that. 
The stage is art in action. 
See 
how much we 7:ave tallen away from that 
ideal 
On the etate we should see all we can 
of rich c lor, beautli’d drapery and group­ 
ing, and ail things that will cultivate a taste 
among the neeple for beoutiful and chaste 
things. 
When they the* use how beautiful 
thing* can be in .de by their ?i:-roundings, 
they will look to their own, »nd dia-over pos­ 
sibilities before unknown to them. 


GOOD FOE AMERICA. 
“ Ia your first address iu America you 
spoke of the hope of gerfection in you." 
movement that you felt there was in America, 
b'cause we are ‘young.’ 
Do you m an by 
that that the absence of the influence of tfce 
architecture, the art schools and culture of 
Europe, etc., is no drawback to our people 
in art advancement?’ 
Mr. Wilde—No art is better than bad 
art. 
I ’d sooner the people studied no art 
than some of the bad art of Europe—they 
wculd 
be 
more 
receptive of the true 
when it does come to them. 
Why, tir, 
architecture 
in England is deteriorating. 
The 
handicrafts 
are 
falling 
into dis­ 
repute. 
Against this it is to 
be said 
that England Las had great examples acd 
eminent exemplars; but they have isolated 
ones, like Turner. 
They were surrounded 
by uiasseB that did not appreciate them. 
They had admirers, vota lies, supporters, but 
not iu the masses. 
Against this noa-ap- 
preciative spirit we are fighting. 
So I say 
that a new people, not under the dead weight 
of crowded Europe, give hope for quicker 
appreciation of the trite ami the beautiful. 
As I have said, “the very absence of tradi­ 
tion with you is the source of ycur freedcMii 
and strength.” 
MAKING FUN OF HIM. 
“ You have been much caricatured, and 
your theories much sitarized. 
How has that 
affeeted your judgment of the American peo­ 
ple ?” 
Mr. Wilde—I rarely think of i t ; when I 
do, I think nothing of if. 
It does not in the 
slightest degree represent to roe the strength 
or the sanity of a great modern nation. 
One 
must always remember that wisdom does uot 
brawl upon the street. 
The voice of folly is 
always shrill and very loud, but it pas*es 
away. 
Of one thing I am convinced, and 
that is, tbe fool has no influence ; he may for 
the moment—that is all. 
“ Harper’s Monthly criticises you in a 
little dash thi* month, and dislikes your ex­ 
travagance and eccentricities.” 
Mr. W ilde—Do you call that a little dash ? 
I call it as cruel as it is nujust. 
Suppose it 
is true—admitting it for argument sako only 
—that neople come to Lear me out of curios­ 
ity ? Well, I get a hearing, and still hope to 
do acme good in my day. 
But it isn’t true. 
I've found in America truly epureciative 
audiences. 
True, caricature and misrepre­ 
sentation have excited curiosity. 
W hy in 
Chicago I had au audience of 3 000 people, 
and spoke for au hour r-ni twenty minutes, 
and only one man ltft the room before the 
close, and he came to spologlz- for the neces­ 
sity requiring if. 
That speaks of apprecia­ 
tion. at least for respectful hearing. 
I think 
the We&tis very fair to these who udtress it 
“ So you do not fear ridicule ? ’ 
Mr. Wilde—Indeed, no. 
1 want what I 
have to advance to stand on its merit. 
I ask 
no quarter. 
I have not the remotest doubt 
as to which side will win. 
I think the school 
I am in will win, because it re; resents great 
principles, and they are working for us, no 
matter what I may do. 


“ BLISTERING THE TRESS.” 
“ But hss the press given you a fair Bhow ?” 
Mr. W ilde—Oh, the papers I 
They run in 
grooves a good deal. 
They might just as well 
take the other side. 
The praise of the man 
who can’t understand me i* quite as injurious 
as the abuse of aDy enemy can be. 
There is 
no limit to the nonsense some men will write 
if it raises the ciiculation of the paper from 
oue to two. 
AN OPINION. 
“ What do you think of this coun'ry so 
far as you have had opportunity te observe ? 
Docs it come np to cr fall below your pre­ 
conceived ileus ?” 
Mr. Wilde (with a merry twinkle of the 
eye)—My dear si*, I was sensible enough 
(pardon ms) not to have any preconceived 
ideas about it. 
I came to sfe and learn. 
Well, thus far I fiud far inure independence 
of thought here than in Europe. 


THE COMMERCIAL SPIRIT. 
“ You are reported assaying that the com­ 
mercial spirit in England is killing nobility 
and purity. 
Coupling this with your expres­ 
sion of hope for art culture in America, are 
we to infer that you thiuk this nation of 
traders less sordid than your people ? ” 
M*. Wilde—I mean the spirit of commerce 
as misunderstood. 
Some of the most beau­ 
tiful cities have been built by commercial 
men, as Genoa, Florence, Venice. 
Bat in 
England men have been made machines, 
quite as soulless and ignoble as the whirling 
wheels of machinery. 
1 don’t speak now of 
the fl lod of bad patterns and ugly designs as 
resulting; but I speak of the irjury to the 
workmen themselves, so deep that they can­ 
not reaiizs the nobility of life. 
In America 1 
don’t think it goes to that extent. 
I don’t 
think the American workman will submit to 
such a position. 


ART EXPRESSION. 
“ I have read in Emerson’s es*ay on 'The 
P oet’ these woxda: 
‘ The beautiful rests on 
the foundations of the Dece-sary.’ 
Do you 
agree with that sentiment. Mr. Wilde ? ’ 
The Esthete—The moment art becomes a 
luxury it loses, for it must arise out of neces­ 
sity. 
A ll art is the expression of the noble 
and j >you% in life. 
Luxury gives us the 
gaudy, the vulgar, the transient. 
It may 
help but it never creates art.. 
For instance, 
luxury gives great prices for French land­ 
scapes of the modern school. 
Now, while I 
admire Frecch landscapes, the indulgence by 
luxury in them does not dignify American 
handicraft at all, or help home effort. 


AN ART QUESTION. 
“ But, Mr. Wilde, if surrounlicg* have eo 
great an influeuc , does not tbe arihitecture, 
the great models, the atmosphere of art in 
Europe, account for the preference ?" 
Mr. Wilde—Familiarity with the beautiful 
in architecture docs not belittle it with him 
who appreciates it. 
It grows on you. 
Italy 
is the loveliest country of Europe, but Italy 
gives you do landscapes from her studios. 
You speak of the broad field for the study of 
the lofty and the beautiful aud awe-icrp’ring 
iu California. 
Well, it is not necessary to 
have great natural wonders at home to de­ 
velop s.rt. 
It is in the eye and the heart of 
the artist that we find the eecret of success. 
The landscapes of Italy are all-satisfying, 
and so the Italian artist does not reproduce 
them. 
You must go to the cloudy, the mi-ty 
laDds, f >r great landscape painters—the blue 
and the golden light of Italy is unapproach­ 
able. 
“ An American woman, Mr. Wilde, has 
written of R au tyin lines with which you 
will accord, I presume: Mrs. Sarah J. Hale. 
Never heard tne lines? Tney are : 
Pcauty was lent to nature as the type 
Of Heaven's unspeakable aud holy Joy, 
Where all pirtie.ion makes the sum of b iss. 
Mr. Wiide—Yes, certainly. 


COPYRIGHT. 
“ By the wny, Mr. Wilde, wbat do yon in 
England think of the international copyright 
question ? ’ 
The Poet—That a country gets small good 
from a literature it steals. 
“ But v u are retaliating now?” 
Mr. Wilde—Very li-tie. 
It don’t change 
the princip'e. 
Why, in a'l your csrs I find 
newsmen selling my poems—stolen I 
I never 
can resist the impulse to read out a lesson on 
th* heinousness of the offense. 
“ But there is a genuine American edi­ 
tion ?" 
M*. Wilde—Oh, yes! by a Boston honse. 
“ I hemd you were getting out a work in 
America.” 
Mr. Wilde—That is a volume of poems by 
a fiiend, Rennell R >dd, an English ifficer. 
It will appear in Philadelphia. 
“ Why not issue it in your own country ?” 
Mr. Wilde—I desire to introduce the author 
to the American public. 
1 think it will ap­ 
preciate him. 
It will have an introduction 
that I have written. 
In that I point out the 
strong quality of thi* young man’s work, and 
show how the artist can best use the life 
around him. 
Young workers in art are apt 
to go too blindly in. 
They perceive too often 
without Mile nr principle, and don’t cultivate 
"iir reuse of beauty. 
They are slow to per­ 
ceive how all art is a desire for perfection. 


CONCLUSION, 
The conv r-ati in was continned at much 
length. 
What has been given exemplifies its 
tot e and character. 
Wilde has an apparently affected drawl in 
hi* speech, but it i* evidently hi* normal 
ntyle of delivery. 
Divest him ot I i* fl wing 
fc cks, a id ci ispees* to hi* enunciation and 
vigor to Li* tone, and tl ere would be nothing 
about him to give ground for ridicule, except, 
perhaps, Li* expressive and languidly poetic 
ey «, th.* almost bojish fullness and effemi­ 
nacy of hi- face, an I the full lina that speak 
of the pos-ible voluptuary. 
His friends on 
the train cnmp'ained bitterly of the rudeness 
of the croad* at sinait stations on the road 
hejo lid the Si ora*—• specially of the attempt 
at Com .ne, Utah, of a grotesquely-afc altered 
crowd, with a band, that sought to invade the 
car. 
Some of the crowd» will probably be 
ch ‘griried to row 
leara 
that the Oscar 
Wiide many of them saw wa* not the Oscar 
W ide, but was that inimitable comedian 
John Howson, of the Comley-Barton Opera 
Troup-, who, being on the train, several 
times put on hi* -1 Buntbcrne ” wig, con­ 
torted his features into an admirable re- 
semblase* of the ever-dwel'iiig smile on 
Oecir’s counteuance,_and showed himstlf at 


tones to save his friend and to have a bit of 
f iu on his own account. 
A t Sacramento there was no embarrassing 
s aiing at Wilde, aud no crowd gathered 
about him. 
He was not subjected either to 
any vu'gar inquisitiveness by the great crowd 
on the Oakland ferry-boat. 
The people 
hunted him out, glanced at him and passed 
on without cffeasive staring. 
Mr. Wilde expressed ctten his warm ad­ 
miration for what he had seen of America 
and its people. 
Iu all hi* conversation many 
will be disappointed to learn he never used 
the words “ superlatively beau'iful,” “ r*- 
vishingly beautiful,” “ too utterly utter,” 
“ too too,” or any phraseology to which ridi- 
culsand satire have given point as to esthetes. 
THE SUNFLOWER. 
Concerning the sunflower, which is in the 
poj, ular mind 60 intimately associated with 
Wild». ’* name, it may be added that he has 
Limseli explained about in a lecture, in these 
words : 
You have heard, I think, a fen- of you, of two 
fiawt-rs connect*.*! with the esthetic movement iu 
England said (I ancore you erroneously) to lie t ‘ e 
food of some esthet-'c young men. Well, let me tell 
vou that the reason we love the lily and ilie sun­ 
flower, in spite of whoa -Mr. Gilbert may tell you, is 
not for any vegetable fashion at ail; it is became 
tbeso two lovely M overs are in England the two 
most perfect models of design, the most uaturally 
adapted for decorative art. 
The poet, esthete and romantic philosopher, 
will remain on the coast three Weeks, and 
will put in one day at Sacramento, when all 
the curious c n fer themselves see the present 
lion of curiosity. 
These things impressed the pres* represent­ 
ative yesterday af’er a Jong conversation 
with Mr. Wilde, and after observing him in 
a great crowd cf representative people and 
making note of their expressions. 
He is 
scholarly, studiedly polite, a 
gentleman, 
shrewd, fearless, obtervant, self-possessed and 
of poetic temperament. 
He has been cot - 
siderably misrepresented and unduly ridi­ 
culed. 
H e is apparently sincere and earnest. 
He is, however, ludicrously odd to the Amer­ 
ican eve in personal appearance ; is eccentric 
(or affected) in this regard, and lack* the 
manifestations of manliness iu his counte­ 
nance, and frequently in his manner. 
If he 
was more an object of curiosity than respect 
to Californians yesterday it was due to the 
latter causes, to the ridicule showered on him 
at the East, and in part to the pre-ent public 
conception of the tendency of his teachings.

tion.

Wtiy is tempta'ion? Man is the highes’ 
kind of Pcing, viz., a free being. 
Hence he 
is free to do right or wrong, and thus liable 
to temptation to the one or the other. 
God 
could not make the highest kind of beiDg 
without making him a free moral agent.

Man’s 
freedom 
does uot 
necessitate sin ; 
it 
does ne­ 
cessitate .temptation. Had man teen made 
with no power to sin, no capability of temp­ 
tation, then there might have been innocence 
but no virtue, purity but no holiness, moral 
existence but no moral government. 
Instead 
of asking, why temptation? ask, why not? 
As Chiiat was made a perfect Savior by tbe 
things which He suffered, so man is perfected 
by tiial aud temptation.

Whence is temptation ? From two sources. 
First—Within. 
“ A man is tempted when 
he isdrawn away of his own^ust and enticed.”

Christ was tempted in the body by hangar ; 
in the soul, to ambition ; in the epirit, to pre­ 
sumption. 
Thus Eve was tempted by “ the 
lust of the eyes,” “ the lust of the flesh,” and 
“ the pride of life.” 
Man is full of temptible 
faculties. 
He lies open in all his m ini, heart 
and soul to temptation. 
The devil came to 
Christ and “ found nothing in Him 
nothing 
upon which to fasten a temptation. He comes 
to ns and finas something in us ready for 
temptation—lus‘, pride, vanily, selfishness, 
envy, jealousy, etc.

It is common to man, woman, angel 
aud devil; common to all men, all times, all 
places. 
Not, theD, where is temptation ? 
But, where is it not ? 
The foregoing points teach all men cau­ 
tion.

Here is “ caution to the tempted.” 
The sscond part of the text affords comfort 
to the tempted : 
“ Ye shall Dot be tempted 
above that ye are able, but God will wiüae w i y 
temptation make a way of escape that ye may 
be able to bear it.” 
Ten ptvtion is therefore no excuse for sin, 
and for the following self-evident rasous : 
(a) The tempter nevtr force* us to sin ; never 
tempts us above what we “ are able to bear.” 
If atile to bear it we are responsible if we do 
not bear it. 
(b) The tempter is pein.l ted to 
act ODly indirectly upon our will. 
He never 
is allowed to exercise our will, or to force it.

(c) God 
stands ready to help you ; lie always makes

bear i‘.” “Some people meet Satan half-way.” 
(d) Temptation is, then, no excuse for sin, 
but a ressin why we should not, for duriDg 
tbe time of temptation he has a pericd to re­ 
flect. 
( ) Temptation ia not only no excuse 
for sin, but it is, in many casf s, an evidence 
of si a and depravity. 
One man has no 
temptation to bteal §1,000, althongh lie has 
the opportunity. 
Another man has a tre- 
meoduus temptation to improve that oppor­ 
tunity. 
Which of the two men is the worse ? 
Which of the two would you trust? (') If 
temptation is an excuse for sin, then the 
greater the temptation the greater the ex- 
eu e ; the more inclined a man is to da wrong, 
the more excusable he is if he does wrong. 
Iu other words, the worse he is the more ex­ 
cusable he is—which comes near saying the 
worse a man is the better he is. 
Most acci­ 
dents are on smooth roads. 
In dangerous 
passes in the Alps gieat caution prevail*, and 
hence few calamities. 
Temptation may be overcome.

a comforU 
How overcome it.

THE NEW JUSTICE OF THE SUl’BEMK COURT. 


Judge Blatchf ird was born in 1820, and ia there­ 
fore in the sixty.first year of bis age. 
His education 
was effected at Columbia Colleze, where, through­ 
out the course of Mb studies, he held the highest 
rank of his class, at the head of which he finally 
graduated. 
He studied law in the office of R. tl. 
Blatchford, Esq., bis father, and upon being admit, 
ted to the bar, became the law partner of William H. 
Seward. When Mr. Seward was elected Governor 
young Blatchford became his Private Secretary, and 
throughout bis official career shared his political 
sentiments. Upon tho resignation of Judge Betts, 
President Lincoln appointed Mr. Blatchford Judge 
of the District Court of the United States for the 
Southern District of New York, which position he 
now resigns fo accept the higher honor conferred 
upon him by President Arthur.
